this entire work in 1918, and since then they have handl­ 
ed the charity funds of the com m unity for ‘uplift serv­ 
ice. 


Once a year they solicit from the public funds to 
carry on this work, and now the tim e is at hand when 
again they must ask the com m unity to contribute tow ­ 
ard the maintenance of the social service.
